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A SNOWY 


T has not happened very often in the experience of the 
present generation that hard frost accompanied with 
snow has set in during December. A few years ago the 
phenomenon would have been welcomed with memories 
of Dickens, of passengers shivering in the stage coaches, 

and yet full of high spirits and enjoyment, especially when 
they came to devour the warm, thick slices of toast which 
used to be prepared for them at the various stages. But 
this year the promise of an old-fashioned Christmas is received 
with a chastened spirit. The glories of the ice, the holly 
berries gleaming above the snowclad fields remain as in- 
herently beautiful as ever they were, but over the scene 
hovers a spectre which in one’s mind takes the shape of 
Lord Rhondda with a host of officials in the mist ready to 
emerge with rationing papers and the other apparatus for 
producing Lent all the year round. Snow is not very welcome 
to those who are pinched in regard to the two great necessities 
of life, food and fire. Rather the mind dwells on a line of 
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CHRISTMAS 


of difficulties about finding the material for preparing the 
plum puddings and mince pies which are appropriate to this 
season. Not in vain were they invented, because weather 
such as we are having predisposes the animal part of man 
to take in as much nourishment as possible. Yet there is 
no need to be too pessimistic. It is tolerably certain that 
country people at any rate will find means to obtain a 
Christmas dinner that may not be so rich as they are accus- 
tomed to, but still will be better than their ordinary fare, 
and none the less welcome because of the reduction of dainties 
that has become imperative. And, after all, this is not 
so great a consideration as the other, that the severe weather 
is not confined to one country, but apparently has extended 
over those in which our Armies are engaged. Whoever 
possesses kindness of heart or sympathy of imagination 
will realise only too vividly the increased hardships which 
conditions such as those that exist while we are. writing 
impose upon the soldier. He has borne his mishaps so far

the familiar Good King Wenceslas carol, that in which ‘‘a 
poor man came in sight, gathering winter fuel.’”’ What a 
story it seems to tell of poverty shivering before a very small 
cottage fire. 

There is probably a great deal less of poverty about 
to-day in England than there was in the time of the gene- 
rous king, but with coal at its present price and so difficult 
to get, one has an uncomfortable feeling that there must 
be a considerable number of people in the position of the 
poor man who went out to collect firewood in the snow, a 
bitter and unprofitable task at the best.- Moreover, the same 
individual is well aware of the fact that nothing sharpens a 
healthy appetite more than the bitter cold, and it is not only 
that the Food Controller is hovering above the landscape, 
metaphorically speaking, with shorter commons in his mind, 
but, unfortunately, the shops have not been in a position to 
do anything else than carry out in their own practical way a 
simplification of the food problem. On every side we hear 


bravely and willingly, but that is the more reason why a 
note of recognition should go forth to him. 

Another practical consideration is the effect weather 
such as we are having is likely to produce on the food supply 
of next year, when the strain will be more tense than it has 
been since the beginning of the war. Fortunately, there 
is little reason for anxiety on this account. Frost and snow 
are not enemies of agriculture except when they come at 
the wrong moment. The late frost of last year prejudicially 
affected the harvest, but hard weather at Christmas is what 
the farmer expects. Before this he has been able to sow 
at least 80 per cent. of the crops for next year. More land 
is ploughed than there has been at the corresponding period 
for at least a quarter of a century, and land which has been 
turned up by the ploughshare receives a maximum of benefit 
from frost and snow, which pulverise the clods, attack and 
to some extent destroy weeds and vermin, and prepare a 
tilth that will be very productive should the spring turn out

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BUTTERFLIES IN THE SUMMER OF 1917 


HE pages of Country Lireand of the daily newspapers 

contained numerous references last summer both to the 

unusual abundance of certain kinds of our commoner 

butterflies as well as to the occurrence of species normally 

so rare or local that their capture at any time marks 
a red letter day in the calendar of the collector. This exceptional 
flood of records, though no doubt due in the main to a specially 
favourable season having produced a profusion of butterfly 
life, is probably partly attributable to the increased inierest 
taken by the general public in their gardens and in the relation 
thereto of insect life. As soon as the amateur horticulturist 
has learnt to recognise the White butterflies as a serious menace 
to his efforts to raise cabbages, he quite naturally casts a specula- 
tive eye on any other butterfly he may observe and wonders 
on what mischief it may be bent. 

But quite apart from this, the season of 1917 has certainly 
been remarkable not only for the abundance of certain common 
butterflies, but also for the occurrence in abnormal numbers 
of rare species and of “alien immigrants.’’ We all remember 
the accounts that appeared in the early summer of the clouds 
of White butterflies so dense as to resemble a snowstorm, and 
various suggestions were put forward to explain this unusual 
profusion. Exceptionally favourable weather conditions are, 
no doubt, mainly responsible. The winter was remarkable for the 
prolorged spell of cold weather, and it appears to be well 
established that such weather is more favourable to insect life 
than a mild, open winter, or one with alternations of cold 
and mild spells, which tend to promote premature. activity 
and consequent starvation. The early summer brought a 
long spell of warm, dry weather, which also, no doubt, 
reacted favourably upon the development of many species. 
An indirect result of the hard winter was the reduction it brought 
about in bird life; but, inasmuch as a large proportion of our 
insectivorous birds are summer visitors, the effect of this factor 
in the problem is difficult to estimate. A noteworthy feature 
about this abundance of Whites was the large proportion that 
the Large White bore to the whole. For some years this insect 
appears to have been getting scarcer. 

The careful gardener who has studiously searched his cabbage 
and cauliflower plants for the larve of these butterflies can 
scarcely fail to have remarked a notable difference in their 
habits. The larva of the Small White, a velvety creature of an 
almost uniform green colour, occurs as more or less scattered 
individuals, when yourg preferrirg the under side of the leaf, 
but when nearly full-grown lyirg usually alorg the midrib on 
the upper surface and well down towards the base of the leaf. 
In either position it is far from conspicuous, and a sharp eye 
is required to detect it. The caterpillar of the Large White, 
on the other hand, is strorgly coloured with yellowish green 
and blue black, is more or less gregarious in habit and sprawls 
carelessly over the surface of the leaf, so that it can be spotted 
from a distance of many yards. The former affords an excellent 
example of “‘ protective ’’ coloration, accompanied by habits 
that give the impression that the insect is deliberately “‘ lying 
low.’”’ This type of coloration is characteristic of insects that 
would form a nice tasty morsel for any foragirg bird. The 
caterpillar of the Large White illustrates the “ warning ’”’ type 
of coloration, accompanied by suitable habits, of an insect 
that is, as it were, subconsciously conscious of its distasteful 
qualities as a dinner to the would-be diner. 

Another group of butterflies that have been much in evidence 
during the later summer and autumn are the Vanessas—the 
Tortoiseshells, Peacock, Red Admiral, etc. The caterpillars 
of most of these butterflies feed upon the stinging nettle and do 
no damage in the garden. Some of them are hardy natives, 
though there has for some years been a marked tendency on the 
part of certain of them—the Peacock, for instance—to become 
scarcer. The Red Admiral and Painted Lady maintain a more 
precarious existence in our islands. The butterflies of this 
group pass the winter in the perfect state and may often be found 


“ 


in houses, where they seek winter quarters in curtains, behind ~ 


pictures, etc. But it is very doubtful whether the Red Admiral 
and Painted Lady do normally survive our inclement winters 
in this way. In a specially favourable year they may do so, 
and it is probable that a fuw late pupe delay their emergence 
till the spring, but it is generally believed that our annual 
supply depends very larg.ly, if not entirely, on a spring 
immigration from the Continent. The case of the Camberwell 
Beauty is even worse; indeed, this fine insect can hardly with 


justice be claimed as a native. and even alien visitors are so few 
that it seldom breeds in this countrv. and in some years does 
not put in an appearance atall. Nevertheless some entomolcgists 
maintain that there is a British race of this butterfly distinct 
from the Continental one, but the theory does not bear investi- 
gation. 

Another feature of the year has been the capture of the 
stately Swallow-tail Butterfly in Kent and Sussex, where the 
larve also have been found feedirg on carrots in allotment 
gardens. This is a far cry from its usual home in the Fens of 
Norfolk and Cambric geshire, and it is probable that this is another 
instance of immigration, though the species is not one of our 
r gular visitors. Another possibility is that some local entomo- 
logist has been breedirg the species and set some at liberty or 
allowed them to escape. 

The latter would appear to be the only possible explanation 
of the occurrence of Papilio bianor, a relative of our Swallow-tail, 
though a native of China and Japan. There are many reports 
to hand of the occurrence of this handsome species. It is black 
with a dustir g of blue scales, and some red crescent-shaped spots 
round the margin of the hind wirgs. These also bear a pair 
of lorg tails. Most of the reports are from the south and west 
of London, in Surrey, Sussex, Hants and Berks, though one was 
observed at Royston, Herts. This butterfly has been rather 
extensively reared this summer, and has been set at liberty 
on almost a wholesale scale in one Surrey locality, while 
others are known to have escaped from the Zoolcgical 
Gardens. 

The insect that has perhaps received most mention is the 
Convolvulus Hawk Moth. This, the largest of our British 
moths, is a well known migrant, and probably requires a specially 
favourable season to breed here successfully. It shows a marked 
partiality for the flowers of the tobacco plant, before which it 
hovers for an instant while the lor g torgue, coiled beneath the 
head like a watch-sprirg, is extended to reach the nectar at the 
base of the corolla tube. Owirg to its rapidity of movement 
and to its flyirg only at dusk, quickness of eye and of hand 
are necessary to secure it. It may, however, be observed at 
rest by day on old posts, stones, etc., when its capture is a simple 
matter. 

The plague of caterpillars reported from the Peak District 
and from the uplands of Yorkshire and Westmorland will also 
be remembered. These proved to be the larve of the Antler 
Moth, a common upland species, but found also, though not 
so abundantly, in lowland districts. Scrious damage was done 
to grazirg in the areas affected, though the lively anticipations 
that the hurgry hordes were invading the cultivated districts 
and would devastate the crops after the manner of the plague 
of locusts that swept Egypt were happily not realised. 

Another kind that attracted attention by its abnormal 
numbers was the caterpillar of the Vapourer Moth, a species 
that seems to be particularly partial to our London parks and 
gardens. ‘This caterpillar is a handsome creature adorned with 
dclicate pencils of hairs, some of them feathered at the tips and 
resemblirg the crest on the head of a Peacock; there are also 
four dense tufts of shorter ycllowish or brown hairs on the back 
that look like miniature blackirg brushes. They feed on various 
kinds of trees, includirg the elm, lime, poplar, plane, etc. The 
Chestnut Brown Moth may be seen in August careerirg wildly 
alor g above the densest traffic. This applies to the male moth 
only ; his spouse is a creature of totally different appearance— 
dull grey, with but the veriest rudiments of wings ; quite incapable 
of flight, she never moves from the outside of the cocoon from 
which she has emerged. Here she clirgs till in due course, 
havir g deposited her «ggs on the cocoon itself, and thus accom- 
plished hcr sole object in life, the propagation of her species, 
her wasted body drops to the ground. 

As a rule, it is only when a butterfly or other insect in the 
course of its life history attacks and causes damage to the crops 
we humans so laboriously cultivate for ourselves that it attracts 
our attention. The number of species that do thus become 
agricultural pests forms but a very small proportion of the whole, 
though as individuals their numbers may be something enormous. 
Other species may be really equally abundant or even more so, 
but by reason of the prolific foliage of their food plant their 
depredations may pass almost unnoticed, as, for example, the 
Mcadow Brown Butterfly and its allies, the larvze of which are 
grass feeders. Such are a few only of the more salient fcatures 
of this year’s butterfly season. K. G. Brarr.

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1917—A REVIEW OF THE YEAR 


INDICATIONS OF FUTURE CAR DESIGN. 


HE year 1917 has, of course, not publicly witnessed 

the arrival of any considerable number of improvements 

in the chassis of the motor car, or, for that matter, in 

its body-work. Nevertheless, improvements are going on, 

and in certain spheres are being embodied in vehicles 
upon active service. More generally they are only yet observable 
as tendencies, or as the basis of the plans that are being prepared 
in the drawing offices. It becomes more and more apparent 
that the generality of after-war cars will be of moderate power 
and of very moderate price. The highly expensive and somewhat 
highly powered car will still be m:nufactured and sold, but the 
g-ner.1 motoring public will demand and get something which will 
suit their needs very well at a price which will compare favour- 
ably with that charged before the war. In the atter-war car 
weight will be appreciably reduced, partly by the use of new 
materials, the value of which has now been proved, and partly 
by the elimination of unnecessary features and a general tendency 
towards simplification of design. 


TYPES OF ENGINE. 


The high-speed engine, with a somewhat large stroke-bore 
ratio, will be even more universal than it has been in the past, 
mainly for the reason that the changes in American design are 
all in this direction. This is partly the result of a natural desire 
to bring the products of America more closely into line with 
the requirements of Europe, and partly one of the direct conse- 
quences of the considerable increase in the price of petrol, which 
will never, even in the neighbourhood of the wells, be available 
at its old low price. Aluminium and compounds based upon it 
will figure more and more largely in engine construction, and 
the reduction of weight of reciprocating and other parts will 
follow upon this. 
Carburettors will 
be still further 
improved, and 
particular atten- 
tion will have to 
be given to the 
problem of ena- 
bling them to deal 
more satisfactor- 
ily with heavier 
fuels of the order 
of paraffin.

Austin lorries provide a good example of the connection between these two subjects. to be able to 


dynamotor being 
abandoned except 
upon the cheapest cars. The future of the ignition system still 
remains in some doubt. The manufacturers of the higher class 
cars will only abandon the magneto with great reluctance, if 
they do so at all. On the cheapest cars, cost will certainly be 
saved by eliminating the magneto and depending upon the 
lighting battery in conjunction with a coil and distributor. It 
is, however, questionable whether those who can afford to pay 
rather more will be disposed to place themselves completely at 
the mercy of an accumulator, even though it be of the most 
improved type, as affording the only means of securing ignition 
and lighting and of starting the engine. 

It is quite possible that some impetus may have been given 
in the direction of the air-cooled engine on cars as the result 
of the success of this type applied to aircraft. At the same 
time, the use of the two-stroke motor may expand from the 
motor cycle to the motor car. Automatic lubrication, not only 
of the engine but of as many of the other working parts as possible, 
will undoubtedly form one of the aims of designers. 





TRANSMISSION. 


It does not appear that we are on the eve of any great 
revolution as regards clutches, gears or transmission. Schemes 
of electric or magnetic transmission will coutinue to be developed, 
but it does not seem probable that they will displace the ordinary 
form of change-speed gear in anything approaching the majority 
of designs. The most obvious developments in this direction 
appear to lie with the friction drive. There seems to be no 
reason why this should not become very popular, at any rate 
in light cars. As regards wheels, the tendency may be towards 
some increase in diameter, which will help to make the require- 
ments of the home and Colonial markets more easily embodied 
in a single design, high ground-clearance being essential in many 
countries, while the large wheel for its own sake is desirable in all. 

THE COMING OF COAL GAS. 

To the naked eye at least, the great development of the 
year has been the adoption of coal gas as a fuel. Though this 
development was only rendered possible by the shortage in 
petrol, it may quite possibly prove to be of permanent import- 
ance. It is not to be anticipated that the system of using gas 
at approximately atmospheric pressure, carrying it in a large 
and unsightly bag upon the roof of the car or upon a trailer, 
will be perpetuated, except, perhaps, in the case of single-decked 
omnibuses and motor chars-a-bancs, and a certain number o! 
motor vans used for service over a very limited radius. The 
private motorist will not, despite the inducement on the grounds 
of fuel economy, put up with any such clumsy arrangement any 
longer than he is compelled to do so. Moreover, he is naturally 
indisposed towards any system which restricts his free movement 
by making it necessary for him to take in fuel supplies at short 
intervals. 

THE FUTURE OF COMPRESSED GAS. 

The real future of coal gas as fuel depends upon the possi- 
bility of a satisfactory development of the system in which 
the gas is used 
under high com- 
pression. It is 
doubtful whether 
even this method 
will ever appeal 
to the man who 
wishes to use 
his car frequently 
for touring or 
for long country 
rns. On the 
other hand, com- 
pressed gas may 
prove to be an 
entirely con- 
venient and satis- 
factory fuel for 
town cars, and 
for those that 
are mainly used 
for station or 
estate work or 
for short  jour- 
neys of any kind. 
At present we 
have not got 
quite far enough 


gauge the future 
of this development, the attitude of the Government towards 
the use of compressed gas being still rather obscure. The 
thing is complicated at the moment by the question of the 
extent and character of the labour and materials involved in the 
manufacture of the equipment. Ultimately the decision must 
depend on whether the fuel, in this form, can be safely stored 
in containers so light and portable as to appeal favourably to the 
motorist. If containers carrying gas at a pressure of nearly 
2,000lb. to the square inch are not absolutely safe, the conse- 
quences might be very serious, and therefore it is only right that 
such apparatus should be made subject to regulations rather 
similar to those which govern the use of steam boilers. 


OTHER FUELS. 


As regards other fuels there is at present a continued 
tendency to increase the production of benzol, though none of 
it is at present available as a motor fuel. When the war ter- 
minates, our production of this excellent fuel will be very

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considerable, and it remains for motorists themselves to ensure 
that its producers are not discouraged or driven out of the market 
by any action that may be taken by the very powerful petrol 
interests. 

The possibilities of alcohol are more remote, though they 
have improved during the last twelve months as a result of a move 
made in Australia under the auspices of the Commonwealth 
Government. The latest candidate for recognition as a motor 
fuel is naphthalene. This may prove useful, but apparently it 
cannot very much affect the general situation, the available 
quantities being insufficient to do so. 

Up to this point we have considered only the fuels suitable 
for use in internal combustion engines. There are distinct 
signs of a revival of the steam car. This may employ either oil 
fuels of a somewhat heavier type than those that can be con- 
veniently consumed in a petrol engine, or may utilise solid fuels, 
such as coke or coal-dust. The possibilities of the former as a 
fuel for public service and industrial vehicles are considerable. 
Not only can it be used in the same way as coal in the firebox 
of a steam wagon or tractor of the ordinary type, but it may be 
fed automatically, without the aid of a stoker, to a steam generator 
of lighter and more compact construction, which can be placed 
under the bonnet of a vehicle of normal appearance, superficially 
similar to that of a petrol omnibus or lorry. 

Coal-dust has recently been the subject of successful ex- 
periments on railway locomotives. It is blown into the fire- 
box and there forms an explosive mixture with air, so that in 
effect it may be regarded as another means of using coal gas. 


LEGISLATION—PRESENT AND FUTURE. 
The past year has seen the suppression of the last traces 


of pleasure motoring. In some ways the motorist has been 
treated in an cxtremely inconsiderate manner. We cannot

complain if the Government find it necessary to cut off supplies 
of petrol and other fuels, but we certainly have grounds for 
complaint if, while this is being done, we are first induced to 
pay licences for the privilege of using the car, and then prevented 
ircm using it without receiving any repayment. From time to 
time spiteful agitations have been engineered in c rtz.in scctions 
of the Press. These have been based on the assumption that the 
majority of motorists are entirely unpatriotic and aim only at 
wasting fuel which is required for national purposes. There has 
been no real justification for these attacks. Certainly there are 
black sheep ia every fold, but the number of motorists who have 
deliberately perverted to their own enjoyment materials needed 
for the prosecution of the war has been very trifling. The whole 
trend of events has, in fact, indicated a strong probability of 
legislation adverse to motorists being pressed upon the country’s 
representatives in Parliament at the conclusion of the war. 


UNION OF COUNCIL. 

Dangers of this kind, and also a strcng need for some con- 
structive policy to deal with the fuel situation, all point to the 
desirability of effective co-operation among all motoring organi- 
sations, whether representative of the car owner, the manufacturer 
or the trader. The call for some joint body was clearly indicated 
in the collection of opinions of prominent men published in the 
autumn issue of CounTRY LiFe. On that occasion it became 
very obvious, perhaps for the first time, that an almcst unanimous 
desire for some machinery to render co-operative action possible 
had sprung into being. Since then steps have been taken in 
the direction of the formation of a Joint Council of motor users, 
constructors and traders. Up to the present the proposal has 
unquestionably received the support of the great majority of 
representative bodies, but it would appear that there are still 
one or two that are either doubtful about it or are inclined to 
oppose it. Despite this handicap, further developments in this 
matter may be expected early in the New Year, and if it proves 
that 1917 has been responsible for bringing such a body into 
existence, then it may become recognised that the year now 
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ended has—despite all difficulties—earned the right to be 
remembered as an important landmark in the consolidation of the 
whole movement. 


THE COMMERCIAL VEHICLE. 


In the sphere of the commercial vehicle a number of inter- 
esting developments have taken place. Particularly, we have 
seen the first serious attempt to co-ordinate traffic and to obtain 
greater efficiency in delivery and haulage work with a smaller 
number of vehicles. The fuel shortage, and to some degree the 
shortage in vehicles themselves, has been mainly responsible 
for this development, which is receiving official encouragement 
and direction. 

There are a variety of methods by which it is sought to 
achieve higher efficiency. One of these is the provision of 
returned loads. In the past the lack of touch between commercial 
motor users has often led to vehicles covering unnecessarily 
large mil ages empty, or under a trifling load. The attempt to 
effect improvement is along the lines of the establishment of 
exchanges on which records can be kept of vehicles requiring 
returned loads and of loads awaiting means of transport. <A 
scale of charges has to be arranged, so that when the vehicle 
owned by one firm is used to carry the goods of another firm cn 
its return journey the owner of the machine shall be suitably 
recompensed. The most satisfactory basis appears to be a 
payment taking into account the load capacity of the vehicle 
and the number of hours during which it is diverted from the 
service of its proprietor. It is to be hoped, and it may be 
reasonably anticipated, that some organisation for the provision 
of returned loads will, from now onwards, form a permanent 
part of our haulage system. 

A more difficult phase of co-operation and co-ordinaticn is 
that represented by the pooling systems which the Government 
is endeavouring to encourege. In very many cases mileage can 
be saved if a single vehicle deals with the deliveries of a number 
of firms. Such systems should be particularly use‘ul for serving 
the outlying districts round country towns. It is, however, 
excremely difficult to obtain the necessary degree of co-operaticn 
among traders. In the long run it will probably be found that 
the problem is best solved by leaving the traders to ccntract 
individually with carriers who own motor vans. Such a carrier, 
employing perhaps half a dczen vehicles, would probably be 
able to serve efficiently the clients of twenty or more retail 
establishments. This represents a big econcmy in vehicles and 
fuel as compared with individual ownership of a vehicle in each 
case. 

All these matters have a direct bearing on the prcblem of 
eliminating congestion from our roads, and also of saving those 
roads from unnecessary wear and tear.. During the past year, 
and in fact since the outbreak of war, the roads of the country 
have been steadily deteriorating from lack of an adequate supply 
of labour and material for their proper maintenance. Much 
work will have to be done when the war is over to bring them 
back even to their old standard, and there will be an unrivalled 
opportunity of introducing fundamental changes in road ccn- 
struction, tending to make our thoroughfares far more suitable 
to carry the traffic of the future. 


PROGRESS OF THE INDUSTRY. 


During 1917 many motor manufacturers have been wholly 
engaged upon munitions. A large number have been concen- 
trated upon the construction of aero engines and parts for 
aeroplanes. Only a few have remained busy on the construction 
of motor cars and motor bicycles. This general statement 
does not apply in any considerable degree to the manufacturers 
of commercial vehicles who still continue to turn out large 
numbers of transport lorries for the military authorities. Pro- 
gress is being made in the important matter of providing against 
the great problems of the period of reconstruction. It cannot 
be said that even now all possible precautions have been taken, 
but machinery has at least been set up which should enable the 
Government to consider the policy ot the industry and decide 
how far it is possible to put that policy into practice. At the 
time of writing the report of Lord Balfour of Burleigh’s Committee 
on After-war Trade has not been published, but its contents 
have been foreshadowed. It appears that it will advocate the 
imposition of tariffs on imported manufactured and semi-manu- 
factured goods. Iv seems, however, that the proposal is for a 
tariff which shall not exceed ro per cent., and this would be 
inadequate as a means of protection of the British motor industry 
in view of the difficult pcsiticn in which it has been placed in 
consequence of war conditions. It does not appear that the 
Labour Party has yet officially abandoned a definite free trade 
policy or an inclination to regard the capitalist as a natural 
enemy. There is, however, in labour circles a growing volume 
of more enlightened opinion, represented by a workers’ league 
the programme of which shows a marked capacity for taking 
broad views. The past year has, in fact, brought us nearer to 
an appreciation of the general view that workers ought to be 
paid well and ought in return to give of their best. Unfortunately 
it still seems doubtiul whether a general endorsement of this 
principle will come early enough to enable us to re-establish 
our industries in the world’s markets with the promptitude that 
will be necessary if we are not to suffer permanent detriment 
to our ability to provide steady employment for the labouring 
classes and to meet foreign competition in the world’s markets.

MACHINERY NOTES 


N continuation of my brief de- 
I scriptions of prominent motor 

tractors and motor ploughs, which 
have appeared in the two preceding 
issues. I now add the following three 
machines to the series: 


“EROS” TRACTOR UNIT FOR USE 
WITH FORD CAR. 


While this cannot be looked upon 
as equal to a first-class specially de- 
signed motor tractor, it can do most 
effective and useful work, especially 
in the way of hauling a mower, binder, 
seed drill, harrows, and other farm 
implements which do not require the 
power of a regular farm tractor. The 
“Eros”’ unit, however, can also 
materially improve upon the amount 
of work which can be done in the day 
by one man with horses, as it can 
plough approximately one-third of an 
acre in an hour on average land, and 
can keep on doing it for many hours 
of the day. 

In view of the insufficient supply of tractors and horses 
at the present time, this tractor attachment should receive 
serious consideration by all the farmers who own Ford cars. 


THE AVERY 16 H.P. TRACTOR. 


Engine: Two cylinders horizontally opposed, 53ins. bore 
and 6ins. stroke. Normal revolutions 600 to 700 per minute. 
Either petro! or paraffin fuel can be used. Gearing, exposed 
toothed gears providing two speeds forward and one reverse, 
namely, two, three and two miles per hour respectively. 
The drive is taken to both rear driving wheels equally by 
means of a differential gear, and the wheels are 50ins. diameter 
by 12ins. face. The width can be increased to 18ins. by fitting 
6ins. detachable extension rims. The front wheels are 
24ins. diameter and 6ins. face. The total weight of the 





machine is approximately 2} tons. The system of gear: 
changing by means of sliding the whole engine and frame, 
carrying the engine connections, backwards and forwards 
to bring different gear wheels into mesh is peculiar to this and 
larger models of the Avery Company. The 16 h.p. Avery, 
except in regard to weight and dimensions, is similar to the 
25 h.p. Avery referred to at greater length in my notes in 
Country LiFe of November roth, 1917. 


THE AVERY 5—10 H.P. TRACTOR. 


This represents the smallest type of motor tractor offered 
in this country, as the weight is considerably under 1 ton 
and the engine is only ro h.p., being a four-cylinder vertical 
engine with cylinders 3ins. bore and stroke 4ins. Three 
speeds and reverse are provided by means of a friction gear, 
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FARMERS 





which can be seen in the accompanying illustration. From 
the friction gear-shaft the drive is transmitted by exposed 
toothed gearing to a counter-shaft which also contains the 
differential gear, and thence by pinions meshing with 
internally toothed gear rings mounted on the two rear driving 
wheels. The driving wheels are 38ins. diameter and Sins. 
wide, but the width can be increased to roins. by the fitting 
of detachable extension rims: The overall width of the 
machine is only 35ins. without the extension rims, and the 
overall length 145ins. The machine is designed to run on 
petrol or other motor spirit, but could be adapted to run 
on paraffin. This little tractor is of a type which may come 
much into use for all the farm operations, requiring less power 
than for ploughing, such as hauling a mower, binder, seed- 
drill, etc., and as a belt pulley is also provided the machine 

makes a useful small portable power outfit for odd work 





CONCERNING MANURE DISTRIBUTERS. 

A few weeks ago I called attention in my notes to 
the advantages of manure distributers both as time 
savers and as more efficient workers than human beings, 
and at the same time I offered to supply the names 
and addresses of some makers of these implements. 
At other times I have dealt with labour-savers in other 
directions, but in regard to no other invention have | 
received the large number of enquiries which I have had 
for the manure distributers. It is very evident that 
mechanical manure distributers appeal toa large number 
of people, and I am therefore quoting herewith the 
names and addresses of a number of firms which profess 
to make or supply such machines. Some of these firms’ 

goods are known to me, but not all. A very striking feature 
about the enquiries received is the fact that, although the 
circulation of CouNTRY LIFE in Scotland is only a relatively 
small fraction of the whole, more than 70 per cent. of my 
correspondents wrote from Scotland. It would appear that 
the North British farmer is decidedly more progressive than 
his Southern neighbours. I have frequently heard it stated 
that this is so, and the revolution in farming methods intro- 
duced into Essex by the Scottish invasion of a few years back 
is quoted in support of this view. Recently an acquaintance 
of mine who has been engaged in the agricultural machinery 
business in the South of England for a number of years 
made his first visit to Scotland, and from there he wrote to 
me expressing his astonishment at the superior farming 
methods on many of the arable farms he had inspected.

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& BREEDING 
NOTES 


End of the Year. 

FRAUGHT with bitter memories for most of us, the year is 

very near its end, so near that it may be well to take this 
opportunity for looking round to see how affairs connected with 
the breeding and testing of bloodstock have fared in the past 
season and what the outlook is for the coming year. It will 
be remembered that at the beginning of the season, owing to 
circumstances which it can serve no good purpose to recall, 
the Government were induced—that word is used deliberately— 
to proclaim a total prohibition of racing. Public-opinion having 
been mightily aroused, the subject was thoroughly gone into 
and threshed out, with the result that in the end, common sense 
prevailing over ignorance and faddism, the ban upon racing, 
the one and only practical test for the younger generations of 
our bloodstock, was withdrawn. 


Value of the Thoroughbred. 
HE supreme value of the thoroughbred horse as an improver 
of inferior breeds received tardy recognition, and acting 
in conjunction with the Government, the Stewards of the Jockey 
Club found themselves able to issue a limited programme of 
racing. It is no exaggeration to say that the ruin of the British 
bloodstock breeding industry was thus averted, for, as with 
the human race so with the equine, pedigree counts for much— 
very much—but unless supported by performances pedigree 
becomes, not useless, but much depreciated in value. There 
is much truth in the saying that ‘‘ blood will tell.” In the long 
run it does, but there is a commercial side to the breeding of 
bloodstock ; the great majority of breeders breed to sell, and 
they cannot breed commercially valuable stock unless able to 
turn to ‘‘ performances ’”’ as a guide to their operations. For 
the matter of that, the thoroughbred horse himself would speedily 
degenerate were there to be a break in the long-continued process 
of severe testing—by means of training and racing—which has 
made him what he is, viz., the survival of the fittest, superior 
in courage, vitality, speed, strength and power of endurance to 
any other breed. 


RACING 


This Year’s Results. 

NOW to see, very briefly, what the results of the limited testing 

process of the past season has been. It has, I think, shown 
us that among the three year olds a good many are distinctly 
“useful ’’ animals, well adapted for the reproduction of their 
species, and that among them one colt—Gay Crusader—is probably 
a horse of exceptional merit, looked at either as a racehorse or a 
coming stallion, the more so that, thanks, no doubt, in part 
to the care and skill of his trainer, but certainly mainly owing 
to his own soundness and generous disposition, he, having been 
in training from the very beginning, left off at the end of the 
season fresh and well and as ready as ever for ‘“‘ business.’’ 
Now and again there were years—they are few—in which several 
first-class thoroughbred horses are bred—such, for instance, 
as the year which gave us Ormonde, Minting, The Bard and others 
—but taking the average one really first-class horse is about 
as much as we can expect out of the 3,000, or thereabouts, 
thoroughbred foals produced in one season. With even this 
limitation expectations are often deceived, but we may, I think, 
take it that Gay Crusader is a really good colt, bred, moreover, 
by and belonging to an owner who is not in the least likely to 
let his horse leave the country. 


Two Year Olds. 

WITH regard to the two year olds, it is less easy to write 
with confidence. To begin with, owing to the restricted 
conditions under which racing has been carried on, the testing 
process has necessarily been incomplete; secondly, the result 
of this testing as far as it has gone leaves such slight difference 
between a good many of the two year olds which have been tested 
that it is difficult to arrange them in order of merit. Some indica- 
tion of what is expected of the best of them may, however, be found 
by reference to the entries recently made for two of the classic 
races of next year—the New Derby and the New Oaks—for it 
seems reasonable to suppose that unless fairly satisfied with 
their performances this season and their promise for the future, 
their respective owners would not have entered them for races 

of such importance. 

Next Year's ‘ Classics.”’ 

URNING, then, to the entries for the Derby, we find that 
fifty-three of this year’s two year olds have been entered, 
some, no doubt, on account of a laudable desire to support the 
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best traditions of racing, others because they have, or may have, 
a chance of winning the race. An entry which will be noted 
with satisfaction is that of Parsifal, a colt by Bayardo out of 
Prim Nun, bred and owned by His Majesty, and half-brother, 
by the way, to that very speedy and good-looking horse Friar 
Marcus. He ran but once this year, and was still backward in 
growth and condition when he finished second to Damask—a 
useful filly—in the Clearwell Stakes. Of the better known 
performers entered for the Derby we may, however, for 
present purposes note such as Gainsborough, by Bayardo; 
Bapaume, by Bayardo; Zinovia, by Charles O’Malley; Scat- 
well, by Marcovil; and Benevente, by Polymclus. Others 
there are which on ‘‘form” are not very much inferior 
to these; but, as a matter of personal opinion, the colt 
of which I have at present the best opinion is Gainsborough, 
by Bayardo out of Rosedrop, bred and owned by Lady 
James Douglas. As for the Derby, the entries for the Oaks 
include the nomination of His Majesty—a filly named Epongle 
by Spearmint out of Pintade. Better known among the fillies 
are, however, My Dear (also entered for the Derby), by Beppo 
out of Silesia—a very promising filly this; Benevente (also 
entered for the Derby), Freesia by Lochryan, Zinovia (mentioned 
above), Damask, by Lemberg, and perhaps Georgia, got by Jingling 
Geordie. Roughly speaking, the colts and fillies ot which mention 
has been made seem to be about the best of this year as far as 
we can gather from the necessarily incomplete testing process of 
this year’s racing. It may, indeed, well be that next year’s test 
will work out with a very different result, but, such as it has 
been, the result of the tests applied is, I think, so far satisfactory 
and it suggests that this year’s two year olds are well up to the 
average in quality. 


The Outlook. 


FOR the future the outlook is encouraging, for unless unfore- 

seen circumstances arise, arrangements have been made for 
racing on a wider scale than this year. It has, moreover, been 
found possible to provide for a certain amount of racing under 
National Hunt Rules. Recent sales of bloodstock have, more- 
over, Shown that even in these days there is still a strong demand 
for the best class of bloodstock—only last week a brood mare, 
Birdswing, by Flying Fox out of Game Chick, bought by Mr. 
Zueginstof at last year’s December Sales for 710 guineas, realised 
3,000 guineas when sold by auction (in foal to Bayardo) at the 
Messrs. Tattersall’s place of business in Knightsbridge, her 
colt foal by Chaucer being sold at the same time for 500 guineas. 
For that large section of the community which is interested in 
the breeding and racing of bloodstock we may then say that the 
outlook is full of promise. 


A New Year’s Greeting. 


S I write, the bugles are sounding the “‘ All clear,” telling us

Thomas Woolner, R.A., Sculptor and Poet: His Life in Letters, 
written by his daughter, Amy Woolner. (Chapman and Hall, 18s.) 


WOOLNER can hardly be described as a great artist, but he was a very 
painstaking and capable sculptor. One of his chief claims to remembrance 
is that he was the only sculptor member of the original Pre-Raphelite Brother- 
hood, and during the first years of his career he kept up an affectionate 
correspondence with Dante Gabriel Rossetti, and others of the group. 
From the spirit of the Pre-Raphaelites his art was rather speedily divorced. 
Their attitude towards things medieval and mystic found no echo in his 
work, which developed on naturalistic and mildly classical lines, but Woolner 
was above all things a maker of portraits, and here his success was marked. 
Tennyson, Carlyle, Cardinal Newman, Kingsley, Gladstone, and a host of 
lesser notabilities sat to him for medallions, busts, and full length statues. 
His connection with the Tennysons was particularly intimate, and in the 
long series of letters now printed by his daughter those from the Laureate’s 
wife strike an especially friendly note. Carlyle was a good deal more civil 
to him than to many people, and Lear wrote to him in his usual jolly fashion 
and adorned the page with characteristic sketches. The book is rather 
massive and would have been far better if filial piety had not demanded the 
inclusion of much matter which is but faintly interesting to-day. A number 
of Woolner’s more notable works are illustrated, and a chronological list is. 
given, but some serious critical appreciation by a competent pen of the 
zsthetic achievement of Woolner would have been a useful addition. He 
seems to have had a somewhat limited outlook on his art, if you may judge 
from a curious outburst of contempt for Gothic imagery which followed a 
visit to Wells. The west fron* of the cathedral is abused with a vigour which 
is astonishing. The general impression that the book gives is of a career 
which began with high artistic hopes and ideals and settled down in due 
course to prosperous’ production of-much work that can be described as 
highly praiseworthy but hardly as inspired.
